of Cheeſe kept ſecret. And as Seneca relates of Buls at 
ſeing of Scarlet, and that of the Lion when he heareth a 
Cock ( ſome ſights, ſounds, ſmells and ſympathies, creat= 
Ing Fury, others fear ) or as iſſues of Diabolick Fafcinati- 
ons whoſe cauſes are crypnc and involved. 

Next to the hor and dry nature of Nicotian ( and that 
Ina high degree unmanning people , and making them 
dead-drunk with ſmoak , as the fume of Brimſtone doth 
Bees) the Charlatanry. and deceit uſed 1n its Compoſition, 
comes to he confidered. T1s a weed indeed that grows 
Ina warm Climate among Barbarians , and its properties 
correſpond to1t : as being fitter for a people ſcarce e- 
ment'd from Brutality then thoſe that pretend to be bre- 
thren to Seraphims.

drowſie, and have the Excrements of a Beaſt, we quick- 
ly condemn him as ridiculous thar attempts to prove its 
Nature to be Angelical.
